It is becoming the pride of Oregonians, as well as the sur- 
prise and admiration of tourists and immigrants, to observe 
the increasing desire of most citizens of this country to im- 
prove and beautify their homes, and make it to each member 
of the family the most pleasant spot on earth. If every per- 
son settling on the goodly lands of the great Northwest will 
make a little effort to surround their homes with fruit and or- 
natmental trees at first, what an amount of comfort and pleas- 
ure they will produce in a few years!

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GENERAL HINTS. 


Select your richest soil for the orchard. Any soil that will 
raise good potatoes will grow fruit and shade trees. 

Prepare your ground by plowing thoroughly doth ways, and 
completely pulverize it with a harrow. 

When the trees are received from the nursery, bury the 
roots deeply in well pulverized soil until you are ready to 
plant them. Never expose the roots to sun or wind. 

Shallow planting is the best. Give the roots ample room 
in all directions, and work fine, rich, mellow earth well among 
them. Plant the trees about as deep as they stood before, and 
tread the soil firmly around them. Afterwards, never allow a 
weed or plant to grow within five feet of your trees. The 
ground should be kept mellow by good cultivation, especially 
the first year. Shortening the branches of trees when trans- 
planted is of great benefit. Never allow a tree to fork, under 
any consideration; better cut it off at the ground and let it 
start again. Cultivate vegetables in your orchard—never 
grain or grass.
